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Correlation Keeps to Schedule; 
The One That Didn’t Get Away

Correlation came to New York on March 
24 with the announced plan of winning 
the Wood Memorial before shipping out 
for the Kentucky Derby. One month after 
trainer Noble Threewitt revealed the sched- 
ule for the colt owned by Robert S. Lytle, 
the California 3-year-old met his owner 
and trainer in Jamaica’s winner’s circle 
after winning the $122,750 race with ap- 
parent ease. It was an excellent example of 
the rewards which can be achieved by 
anyone who knows where he’s going. 

The margins of victory in the nine-fur- 
long Wood was listed as three and a half 
lengths, but there is no telling how much 
farther Correlation was going to beat C, 
V. Whitney’s Fisherman if Willie Shoe- 
maker had allowed the son of Free Amer- 
ica to continue running in the final six- 
teenth. Willie pivoted in the saddle, saw 
Fisherman was gaining no ground, and 
sat back against the reins to win easily. 

Jamaica’s final-day crowd of 42,670 
chose Fisherman over the California colt. 
Most of them must have remembered the 
previous Saturday when Fisherman won 
the Gotham in easy fashion while Corre- 
lation was content with a slow work be- 
tween races. Fisherman went to odds-on 
and Correlation was a bit over 2-1 when

the eight entered George Cassidy’s start- 
ing contraption. 

Since the Wood took one minute and 
fifty seconds, it is hard to say that the 
race was decided in the split second the 
gate opened, but that instant must be 
taken into consideration, When the elec- 
tricity had been relayed from Mr. Cassidy’s 
well worn thumb to the gates, seven horses 
made their first motion in a_ horizontal 
plane but Fisherman was sitting this 
dance out. 

By the time the little colt’s legs had be- 
come untangled War Piper was leading a 
charge to the first turn, and Fisherman 
went under the finish wire the first time in 
last place. Hedley Woodhouse tried to ob- 
tain some sort of position before the run 
down the backstretch and went up on the 
outside on the turn only to run into more 
difficulty. Just as Fisherman was about to 
go past Mel Leavitt, Dick McLaughlin’s 
saddle slipped and the young rider lost 
his irons. Mel Leavitt took the path of least 
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resistance and bore out while his jockey 
was occupied with staying astride. Wood- 
house had to take up to avoid landing in 
the basket of friend chicken which Sadie 
Brown dispenses just past the outside rail 
on the turn. 

This cost more yardage, and when the 
six-furlong pole was reached War Piper 
was seven lengths ahead of Correlation, 
biding time in fifth place, and double that 
margin ahead of Fisherman, which was 
doing anything but biding his time in last

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place. The little colt kept on trying and 
started to pick up horses in the straight 
run down the backstretch. 


Fisherman passed Mel Leavitt and Pri- 
vacy and seemed to about to pass Corre- 
lation, but Shoemaker had been observing 
the favorite’s progress over his right shoul- 
der. When Fisherman’s head reached Cor- 
relation’s saddle cloth, Shoemaker had his 
mount going at the same speed as Fisher- 
man and the Whitney colt never got any 
closer. The two moved around the re- 
mainder of the field on the turn, picking 
up Next Page and Palm Tree before reach- 
ing High Gun at the quarter-pole. 


This left only War Piper ahead and the 
two colts quickly dispensed with the pace- 
maker when the stretch had been reached, 
Shoemaker and Woodhouse both went to 
the whip, but got different responses. Cor- 
relation’s answer was a strong stride which 
ate up the ground in a straight path along 
the rail. Fisherman was unable to increase 
his speed and started to drift out under the 
strain of his efforts. In ten strides Corre- 
lation had a lead of about four lengths. 
Shoemaker moved his feet a little higher 
in an effort to restrain his well muscled 
mount. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lytle received two tele- 
grams all too shortly after the race, con- 
gratulating them on their victory, and 
doubt was raised, since the telegraph serv- 
ice has not improved that much of late, as 
to the possibility of the messages having 
been sent by the West Coast friends be- 
fore the race. Correlation certainly won 
that confidently. 


MAGIC LAMP. Shoemaker won another 
stakes at Jamaica during the week and 
those who backed him in both events re- 
ceived more when Magic Lamp won the 
Jamaica Handicap than they did on Cor- 
relation. The pay-offs were $89.70 and 
$6.70. Magic Lamp, owned by Paul Mel- 
lon’s Rokeby Stable, was assigned the 
second lightest weight, 109 pounds. The 
stable’s regular rider, Jack Westrope, was 
unable to do less than 114 pounds and 
the assignment was passed on to Shoe- 
maker by trainer Jim Ryan. 

Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Find was at- 
tempting to pick up 126 pounds.after his 
Excelsior victory, and if it hadn’t been 
for Shoemaker’s ride, and one equally as 
good by Eddie Arcaro aboard Capeador, 
Find might have made it. Magic Lamp and 
Capeador came from the tail-end of the 
field in the last half-mile to overtake Find 
in the stretch. But it was not the finish 
that made Shoemaker’s ride so nice to 
watch, It was the way he was able to 
thread his way between horses, keeping 
Magic Lamp in full stride all the time, cut- 
ting out behind other horses’ heels when 
pockets opened up, and reaching the head 
of the stretch on the outside with the 
leaders. 


NATIVE DANCER. While Vanderbilt 
may have been disappointed with Find’s 


failure in the Jamaica, he must have been 
as happy as if the Brooklyn Dodgers had 
won their seventh straight World Series 
when Native Dancei continued his excel- 
lent training activities during the week. 
The gray 4-year-old breezed six furlongs 
in 1:1324 on Saturday and looks ready to 
run at the slightest hint. It is hard to 
believe that he has more muscle than he 
did last year, but a good look at his broad 
chest proves it. 

Bill Winfrey was hoping to get in a six- 
furlong race before the Metropolitan mile 
at Belmont. but the only eligible race in 
the condition book covering the first ten 
days of the meeting is The Alpha. the 
first experiment in turf racing at the 
Elmont track. Last season the same prob- 
lem arose, and the son of Polynesian made 
his 1953 debut in a stakes—the Gotham. 
So it is likely the colt will go after the 
mile handicap off his training. After that 
comes the Suburban, and then the crystal 
ball becomes cloudy. 

Native Dancer’s main opponent in the 
handicap division may turn out to be Mrs. 
J. R. H. Thouron’s *Royal Vale. the big 
6-year-old son of Kingsway, which last 
week defeated a field of excellent sprint- 
ers at their forte. If he runs against Na- 
tive Dancer after banging into Tom Fool 
last season and winds up with the same 
answer, a medal should be struck for him. 


JAMAICA TOTALS. It is hard to make 
statistics tell you anything except the 
thing that you want to hear, there are 
many factors that must be taken into con- 
sideration in making a comparison. Was 
the weather the same? Are the same num- 
ber of Saturdays and holidays included in 
the total figures? Here are the figures with 
a minimum of comment. 


The 1954 attendance for 21 days at 
Jamaica was 625.131. average 29,768: 
1953 attendance for 30 days was 854,948. 
average 28.495. The mutuel handle for 21 
days this season was $51.291.377. average 
$2.442.447; last spring $73.336.667 was 
handled in 30 days, average $2,444,556. 


FIRE AT SUFFOLK DOWNS 


A 16-year-old discharged stable hand 
has confessed to setting-a fire at Suffolk 
Downs on April 16 which destroyed. one 
barn and killed four Thoroughbreds. 
Police identified the youth as Samuel 
White Jr.. of New Orleans. He was booked 


for arson. 


The horses destroyed in the fire were 
Revel Stable’s Gray Cotton and William 
Ressequet’s Hopeful Sue, Unkie B., and 
Baby’s Bid. 

Officers said that, after White set the 
fire, he worked to help put it out. He told 
them he piled straw in one corner of the 
barn, then put a match to it. He meant to 
burn down the barn, but hadn’t wanted to 
injure the horses, he said, 


STUD NEWS 


Hill Gail Retired 


Hill Gail, which has never been the 
same since he was injured in winning Cal- 
umet Farm’s fifth Kentucky Derby in 1952, 
has been retired from racing. The son of 
Bull Lea—Jane Gail, by *Blenheim II, 
will enter the stud in 1955, but plans for 
him are indefinite. 

When Hill Gail was fired for osselets 
after the Kentucky Derby, last race of 
his 3-year-old year, he had won 9 of his 
15 starts and earned $306,515. At four 
and five he won twice in 17 races, placed

second in the Phoenix Handicap, third in 
the Equipoise Mile, and second in the 
1954 San Carlos Handicap, adding $29,040 
to his earnings. 

Calumet’s trainer Jimmy Jones likened 
Hill Gail to Joe Louis. “He stayed around 
too long and he got knocked out. He 
should have been retired four months ago. 
or even a few months before that, and 
just when he was going bad. He’s been 
racing too long.” Actually the horse had 
never regained the form which made him 
the best 3-year-old of the first half of 
1952. 


The Stices and On Trust 


Two close acquaintances of the stallion 
On Trust, standing at Mereworth Farm. 
were in Lexington recently for a_ visit. 
Mr. and Mrs. Earl O. Stice, of California. 
who own the young stallion, flew in for 
two reasons: to see their horse and to 
take their first look at central Kentucky 
breeding establishments. 

On Trust’s first crop, foals of 1952, was 
sired in California, and two of these foals 
are in the Stice racing stable and are 
scheduled to make their first starts at the 
forthcoming Hollywood Park meeting. 
They are a colt, Freedom Trust, out of 
Reigh Winkle, and a filly, Family Trust, 
out of Dark Pearl. Both are at Bay Mead- 
ows in charge of Willie Molter, the man 
who won $554,145 with On Trust for the 
stable of E. O. Stice and Sons. 

“He looks wonderful,” said Stice, as 
he walked into On Trust’s paddock at 
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Mereworth Farm for his first visit to a 


Kentucky breeding establishment. He 
guessed that, “if things continue to work 
out as scheduled, he should be here the 
rest of his days in stud.” 

The On Trust 2-year-olds owned by the 
Stices are not the only ones scheduled to 
start racing at Hollywood Park next 
month. Others from his first crop slated to 
start are First Trust, owned by G. E. 
Kinsey; Track Master, owned by James S. 
Sealy; and Order Filled, owned by Mrs, 
Margaret Robinson. This accounts for five 
of the six foals in the first crop. The other 
foal, Stice said, is owned by a man who 
favors late racing for 2-year-olds. 

“How do Californians feel about their 
two Kentucky Derby prospects—Correla- 
tion and Determine?” Stice had praise 
for both, but he favored Determine. He 
also felt that Determine would have a 
slight edge over Correlation as far as 
California support was concerned, 

Stice, a native of Jacksonville, Ill., went 
to California in 1911. He now is head of 
the large plumbing and heating firm of E. 
O. Stice and Sons. The sons now run the 
business. He has no farm, and boards his 
mares at Mrs. John Payson Adams’ Eden- 
vale Farm, There he also keeps a 14-year- 
old gelding, High Resolve, the first horse 
of note to carry the Stice silks. A stakes 
winner in two seasons, High Resolve once 
equaled the world record for seven fur- 
longs—1:22—at Hollywood Park. 

After his good fortune with High Re- 
solve, Stice bought three more horses (the 
best deal he ever made) from the Louis 
B. Mayer stable for $32,000. On Trust, 
Mon-o-Haste, and Bridal Gown, The Stice 
racing stable for 1954 has five horses, in- 
cluding the On Trust 2-year-olds. 

The Stices flew back to California on 
April 16, and two days ‘later Molter and 
Determine arrived in Louisville where 
they will prepare for the Kentucky Derby. 


Contest in England 


Contesi, a 10-year-old horse by *Sir- 
Gallahad III—*Skeei, by *Bahram, last 
week was sold by King Ranch to the Brit- 
ish Bloodstock Agency. Contest, which had 
been standing at the Lexington branch of 
King Ranch, already has left for England. 

Bred by A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Farm, Contest was sold to King Ranch for 
$18,000 at the 1945 Keeneland summer 
sales. Unraced at two, he won seven of 
24 staris in three years and earned $39,575. 
His only stakes win was the Edward J. 
Burke Handicap in 1948. 

Retired to stud in 1950, Contest’s first 
crop of five foals got to the races last 
year, and it already includes the winners 
Draw, No Contest, and Territory. 


Camouflet to Morancy 


H. P. Morancy, Lebanon, Ky., breeder, 
has bought the mare Camouflet, by Bime- 
lech—Slap, by *Sir Gallahad III. A win- 


ning half-sister to Quick Retort, Quite 
Alone and others, Camouflet is out of a 
half-sister to the stakes winners Old Mason 
and Scurry, Camouflet finished her racing 
in 1953, and has been bred this season to 
Evrard, She raced last year for S. Bern- 
stein. 


DOWN MEANS DOWN 


The California Horse Racing Board last 
week adopted a rule that jockeys under 
suspension may not fill any stakes en- 
gagements on file at the time of suspen- 
sion. California previously allowed jockeys 
to fill such engagements. 

At the hearing at which the new rule 
was adopted, Wendell Cassidy, presiding 
steward at Hollywood Park, said that 
unless the rule was changed suspensions 
would become “hollow penalties.” Cassidy 
said a jockey could spend a “profitable 
period” during his suspension, especially 
at a track such as Hollywood Park, where 
31 stakes will be run in 50 days. 

The board also reaffirmed Euclid Le- 
Blanc’s suspension by the Bay Meadows 
stewards. LeBlanc was suspended for the 
duration of the Bay Meadows meeting he- 
cause of a “listless” ride on Can Locate 
in the seventh race at Bay Meadows on 
March 13. 

Chairman Dwight Murphy warned Le- 
Blanc: “You can not ride if you are sus- 
pended many more times.” 


Timber-r-r! 


BALTIMORE 

The 58th running of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup on Saturday, April 24, was won by 
Miss Cynthia Cannon’s Marchized, a son 
of Pasteurized—Gay March, by Stimulus. 
The four-mile, 22-jump timber classic was 
the fifth start and fifth win for the 7-year- 
old gelding. Trained as a hunter, Mar- 
chized did not start until last year as a 
6-year-old, when he won the Radnor Hunt 
Cup and Connecticut Cup, both over 
timber. 

Though the pace in the Hunt Cup was 
slow and the winner’s time of 9:17 was far 
off Blockade’s 1938 record of 8:44, only 
five of the ten starters finished the bruising 
course on the Worthington Valley estate 
of J. W. Y. Martin. 

Mrs, William J. Strawbridge’s *Land’s 
Corner, under E. H. (Tiger) Bennett, was 
off in front with Third Army and Head 
Agent in close attendance. Mike Smith- 
wick had Marchized running easily a few 
lengths behind the leaders. Janon Fisher’s 
Sohrab and Major General R. K. Mellon’s 
No Wings fell at the second fence. Head 
Agent and Robert McCreery sprawled at 
the sixth, and two fences later Third Army, 
last year’s winner, sulked and refused. 
Carl Meister came a cropper when Mrs. 
George Strawbridge’s Black News put in 
a bad one at the tenth, where’ Marchized 


Richard Stone Reeves did this study of the good Canadian broodmare Twenty- 
Thirty and her filly foal by Jet Pilot. By the American sire Eight Thirty, she 
was raced in the U. S. by Carr Hatch, of Toronto, who commissioned Reeves 
to do the painting.

Marchized went on to score by open 
daylight. *Land’s Corner finished second, 
as he did last year. Induction was third. 
under George Clement. Ned’s Flying and 
Edward M., well beaten, were the only 
others to finish. 


Marchized provided the fifth Maryland 
Hunt Cup victory for D. M. (Mike) Smith- 
wick, younger brother of Paddy, who was 
the nation’s third-ranking steeplechase 
rider last year. Smithwick won aboard 
Peterski when Carolina was disqualified 
in 1948, and on Pine Pep in 1949, 1950. 
and 1952. Mike Smithwick is the first rider 
to win five Maryland Hunt Cups. 


Miss Betty Bosley, who maintains a 
stable in Unionville, Pa., trains Marchized. 
The 26-year-old blonde, together with her 
sister, now Mrs. Jay Secor, and her brother 
Jackie, rode the ill-fated Chase Me as a 
family pet before he rose to fame on the 
race track. 


Harry A. Love’s Third Army, which re- 
fused in the Hunt Cup, had won the Grand 
National at Butler on Saturday, April 17. 
Ridden by Eugene Weymouth, Third Army 
won by three lengths from Induction. Four 
others completed the 18-jump course. 
Third Army led all the way, was timed at 
6:2024. 

In the supporting races on the Grand 
National program, Mike Smithwick won 
the Western Run Plate aboard Mrs. James 
Miller's Starboard, and the Foxhunters’ 
Challenge Cup went to Joseph S. Dev- 
ereux’s Unheard, ridden by John Dev- 
ereux III. 


Mrs. William J. Strawbridge’s 10-year- 
old gelding *Land’s Corner established a 
new course record in winning the My 
Lady’s Manor Point-to-Point, first of Mary- 
land’s three major spring jumping races. 
The Irish-bred son of Lansdowne—Coigne. 
by Cottage, traversed the three-mile, 18- 
jump course in 6:1415 under the veteran 
Tiger Bennett. Robert McCreery on Head 
Agent and Eugene Weymouth on Third 
Army finished second and third.: 


Supporting event on the April 10 Monk- 
ton card was the three-mile John Rush 
Streett Memorial. The 7-year-old Milkman 
gelding Big Breeze won it, ridden by the 
grandson of the man for whom the race 
was named.

SALES 


Mereworth Returns to Auctions 


In July. 1951, Mereworth Farm sold 41 
yearlings for $255.300, average $6,266, at 
the Keeneland summer sales. Mereworth 
that year was the biggest consignor, and 
the total money it received was topped 
only by the Coldstream Stud dispersal of 
36 yearlings for $503,300. The next year 
Mereworth withdrew from the auction mar- 
ket and disposed of its crop under an op- 
tional-purchase plan. 


For two years Mereworth was out of 
the sales market. This week Mrs, Walter 
J. Salmon released to newsmen a short 
statement that Mereworth has decided to 
sell a portion of its 1954 yearling crop 
at the Keeneland sales. The rest of the 
crop, she said, would be disposed of pri- 
vately, presumably under the farm’s op- 
tional-purchase arrangement. 


Mrs. Salmon’s decision was especially 
warming to the Breeders’ Sales Company, 
which operates the Keeneland auction. 
Said William S. Evans, general manager 
of the company: “It surely is good to 
have them back.” 


Evans said he was looking forward to 
one of Keeneland’s biggest sales. To date. 
he said, approximately 725 yearlings have 
been entered in the sales. “the biggest 
number in several years.” This will be 
trimmed to 375 or 400 by the company’s 
selection committee. he said. 


The Keeneland soles will be held in 
three days again this year, from July 26 
through July 28, possibly with two night 
sessions included. Last year the company 
sold 302 yearlings in three afternoons and 
one night. 


August, But Not May 


M. R. (Beans) Latimer, Colorado Thor- 
oughbred breeder, this week announced 
that the auction scheduled at Littleton. 
Colo., for May 15 (THE Bioop-Horse of 
February 20. page 486) had been can- 
celed. Latimer said that not enough horses 
had been entered. Another auction, sched- 
uled for August 30 at Littleton, during 
the Centennial race meeting. “definitely 
will be held,” Latimer said. 


Dr. Hagyard Elected 


Dr. Charles E. Hagyard was elected 
president of the Breeders’ Sales Company 
last week at an annual meeting of the 
board of directors. He succeeds the late 
Thomas Car Piatt, who was killed in an 
automobile accident November 15, 1953. 

A. B. Hancock Jr. was re-elected vice 
president, and Leslie Combs II was re- 


elected secretary-treasurer. Combs, Royce 
G. Martin, Mrs. Walter Salmon, and 


Charles A. Asbury were re-elected to the 
board of directors. 

Resolutions on the deaths of Piatt and 
Walter J. Salmon, two of the leaders in 
the development of the sales company, 
were read and adopted. The directors also 
were shown a bronze plaque prepared in 
memory of Piatt; it will be mounted in 
the sales pavilion at Keencland. 

In a brief statement at the directors 
meeting, Hancock said that the sales com- 
pany and Keeneland had started negotia- 
tions for a new, long-term contract. The 
current contract will end in December, 
1956. 

Said Hancock: “I make this announce- 
ment before the contract is complete in 
order to still rumors that we will leave the 
track for another location when our pres- 
ent contract ends in three years.”

Brief Notes on 


by Istvan de Szunyogh 


The author of this humble article does 
not wish to give any opinion about the in- 
tricate, and perhaps insoluble, problem 
which will be discussed briefly, This prob- 
lem—usually .neglected when breeders 
make their mating plans and when buyers 
make their purchases—is that of the effect 
of age of sire and dam upon their off- 
spring. Reference to the question was 
made not long ago by J. A. Estes. 

Perhaps it would not be without inter- 
est to set forth data showing the ages of 
the sires and dams of winners of the five 
English classic races—Two Thousand 
Guineas, One Thousand Guineas, Derby, 
Oaks, and St. Leger—and of the Ascot 
Gold Cup. The winners of these races 
are generally first-class horses, and the 
totals comprehend a long period, from 140 
to more than 170 years, with 957 races 
and 788 different horses. Such a compre- 
hensive list appears large enough to fur- 
nish a part of the data on which conclu- 
sions may be based. 

The tabulations, showing the ages of 
both parents in the years they were mated 
to produce the winners accounted for, are 
given herewith, It will be noticed that the 
table giving the ages of stallions shows two 
more St, Leger winners than does the 
table for mares. The reason for this ap- 
parent discrepancy is the fact that the 
General Stud Book does not give the age 
of the dams of the 1781 and 1791 St. 
Leger winners.

Age Incidence 


The data given were taken from two 
compilations I have made. A third tabula- 
tion, not reproduced here, is arranged in 
such’ a way that the winners are listed 
under the 378 sires in the order of the 
sire’s age. It may be of interest to note 
the ages of the parents of a few famous 
horses at the time of mating. The sire’s 
age is given first, followed by that of the 
dam. In both cases, the ages are taken 
as of the year before the horse was foaled.

The great Hungarian mare Kincsem, 
whose record of 54 races without defeat 
may stand forever, was foaled in 1874, 
Her sire, Cambuscan, was 12 years old 
and her dam, Waternymph, was 13 in 
1873. Besides winning all the important 
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classic races in Hungary and Austria, 


Kincsem won the Baden-Baden Grand 
Prize in Germany three times, the Good- 
wood Cup in England, and the Grand Prix 
de Deauville. Comparative handicapping 
indicates that she was at least on a par 
with her best English and French con- 
temporaries, among them Hampton, Ison- 
omy, Pilgrimage, etc. 

The stallions which have sired the 
greatest numbers of classic and Gold Cup 
winners are Stockwell, 1849, 13 winners of 
19 races; St. Simon. 1881, 11 winners, 20 
races; Sir Peter Teazle, 1784, 10 winners, 
10 races; Touchstone, 1831, 9 winners, 11 
races; Hurry On, 1913, 9 winners, 10 
races; Highflyer, 1774, 8 winners, 8 races; 
Emilius. 1820, 8 winners, 8 races; Hyper- 
ion, 1930, 7 winners, 12 races; Blandford, 
1919, 7 winners, 11 races; Sultan. 1816, 
7 winners, 8 races; Orville, 1799, 7 win- 
ners, 7 races. St. Simon holds the one-year 
record: in 1900 all five classics were won 
by his progeny, Diamond Jubilee taking 
the “triple crown,” La Roche the Oaks, 
and Winifreda the One Thousand Guineas. 

The tabulations show that the most win- 
ners of the six big races come from sires 
aged 6 to 14 and from dams aged 6 to 12 
at the time of mating. This does not mean, 
of course, that younger and older parents 
do not produce first-class horses, but it 
may indicate that the chance is more 
remote. 4 

I was surprised at the record of 4-year- 
old stallions and meres, which is a poor 
one, despite the fact that the best perfor- 
mers frequently are retired to stud after 
finishing their 3-yearold season of racing. 
Among the outstanding horses by 4-year- 
cld stallions were *Nasrullah and *Noor. 
The eight classic winners by 4-year-old 
sires are Scottish Queen, 1869 One Thou- 
sand Guineas, by Blair Athol; Chelandry,

The youngest mare on the list is Mon- 
strosity, which was bred as a 2-year-old 
and produced the 1844 Two Thousand 
Guineas winner The Ugly Buck. From 
matings at three came the St. Leger win- 
ners Tommy (1779), Ashton (1809), Ot- 
terington (1812), and The Baron (1845) ; 
the Gold Cup winners Rupee (1860) and 
Tiberius (1935); and the One Thousand 
Guineas winner Plack (1924). 


The oldest sire with a classic winner 
was Matchem, 28 years old when he got 
Teetotum, the 1780 Oaks winner. Among 
the dams the oldest is the Rubens mare 
which at the age of 26 foaled Firebrand, 
winner of the 1842 One Theusand Guineas. 

Perhaps the record of the 4-year-old 
parents should not be considered surpris- 
ing, as horses are not fully matured until 
the age of five or six. Breeders give very 
little consideration to this matter, but or- 
dinarily send their best mares to 4-year- 
old stallions which were successful on the 
race course, paying big fees with rela- 
tively long odds against them. 

Undoubtedly there are other factors 
more important, but the origins of Eng- 
land’s classic and Gold Cup winners sug- 
gest that breeders might do well to include 
the factor of age among their considera- 
tions. 


EDITOR’S NOTE. Istvan de Szunyogh, 
a resident of Budapest, has spent many 
years in the study of Thoroughbred pedi- 
grees. The data given in the article above 
may be considered a valuable addition to 
the considerable amount of material which 
must be assembled before dependable con- 
clusions may be reached. 


In attacking any problem of this sort, 
the first chore is to determine whether, and 
in what degree, the origins of top-class 
horses are different from the expectation 
based upon the average of the breed. In 
this case, since Mr. de Szunyogh’s data 
extend over a period of a century and 
three-quarters in which conditions have 
varied greatly, it is an extremely difficult 
matter to prepare for study a sample 
which would dependably represent the 
average of the breed. 


As a rather unsteady substitute for such 
a representative sample, a tally was made 
of the ages of the sires of 3,141 living foals 
of 1933 and 1952, as shown in the supple- 
ments to the General Stud Book. A sim- 
ilar tally was made for the ages of the 
dams of 683 living foals of 1913 and 
1938. (The smaller number of dams was 


allowable because mares have only one. 


foal per year, and hence tend to random- 
ize more quickly.) 

The results show variations between the 
classic winners and the expectation based 
on the samples representing the breed 
average, but the variations are not of 
enough magnitude to provide a basis for 
conclusions. 

In the breed average. one per cent of the 
foals were got by 4-year-old sires; this is 
exactly the percentage of 4-year-olds 
among the sires of the six big races studied 
by de Szunyogh. 

Among the dams, the biggest difference 
is in the youngest group. In the breed 
average, as roughly estimated, 12.6 per 
cent were 4 years old or younger when 
bred; only 4.7 per cent of the classic win- 
ners came from this group. 


In general, stallions from the age of 11 
upwards have sired more classic winners 
than would be indicated by expectation 
based on the average of the breed. The 
sample taken shows 6.3 per cent of thie 
foals got by sires at least 18 years of age. 
whereas 11.6 per cent of the classic win- 
ners were got by such horses. 

Mares bred at ages 8 to 12 represent 
35.4 per cent of the average sample and 
47.1 per cent of the production of classic 
winners, Older mares have produced 
classic winners in almost exactly the same 
proportion as they appear as dams of 
foals in the breed average. 

However, even if a comparison is made 
on this basis, it must be dismissed, because 
the results are complicated and rendered 
invalid by the process: of selection. In the 
main, the stallions which still sire a con- 
siderable number of foals in their later 
years are those which already have gained 
a measure of success. and the same is 
true, in some degree. of mares. There is. 
in other words, a larger proportion of 
worthless sires and dams in the younger 
group than in the older. 

The answer to this problem in gereon- 
tology perhaps can be determined by 
studying the records of a considerable 
number of sires and dams, keeping the 
same group of individuals under study 
throughout their reproductive lifetime. 


SIX STRAIGHT FOR HARMATZ 


On April 23, two days before he lost 
his apprentice allowance, jockey Willie 
Harmatz won six straight races at Bay 
Meadows, and thereby tied a 47-year-old 
American record. 

The 22-year-old rider from East Los 
Angeles missed on the first race of the 
day, then rode six straight winners. He 
had no chance to set a new riding record, 
because he did not have a mount for the 
eighth race.

Eddie Arcaro, who flew from New York to ride 
Goyamo in the Blue Grass Stakes and will return 
to ride him in the Kentucky Derby, thought his 
mount ran a good race: “He had to. It was a real 
tough race. We started to move up at about the 
three-eighths pole and they were jamming in front 
of me. The field seemed to bump together and then 
fan out. We must have lost at Jeast seven or eight 
lengths going around. I sure wasn’t going to take 
him through on the inside of that mess. It’s a good 
thing they moved that finish line, or we’d never have 
made it. It used to be the stretch was so short you 
could never win on a come-from-behind horse.” 

Black Metal set the early pace in the Blue Grass, 
while Goyamo trailed the field. Tony DeSpirito 
said that he didn’t want to go to the front imme- 
diately, but “I was down on the rail, and I either 
had to go on top or be squeezed out of the race.” 
Admiral Porter and Black Metal ran together for 
the’ first seven furlongs. Entering the stretch, they 
were joined by Hasseyampa, and Arcaro began 
moving Goyamo on the outside. 

Through the last eighth, Black Metal bore out, 
pinching back Admiral Porter, which was hemmed 
in by Hasseyampa. Goyamo, on the outside and 
clear of trouble, won by a length. After looking 
at the patrol films, the stewards gave Admiral 
Porter third money and placed Black Metal fourth. 

Until the Florida Derby was run, in March, 
Conn McCreary had been Goyamo’s regular rider. 
McCreary’s forte is driving a stout-hearted horse 
past weakening contention in the stretch, but 
Goyamo several times started his stretch run and 
then eased up before the finish. In the Florida 
Derby the colt was put in the hands of Eddie 
Arcaro for the first time, on the theory that a 
stout application of leather might keep him run- 
ning. Arcaro’s medicine, applied vigorously with 
both hands in the stretch run at Keeneland, ap- 
peared to furnish Goyamo’s best hope for the 
stretch run at Churchill Downs. 

Bred by Royce G. Martin’s Woodvale Farm, Goy- 
amo was consigned to the 1952 Keeneland summer 
sales, where W. Alton Jones, head of Cities Service, 
Inc., bought him for $4,500. Martin repurchased 
a half-interest in the colt, which has done all his 
racing under the Woodvale colors, though Mrs. 
Jones owns a half-interest. 

Goyamo, though he did not win a stakes last 
year, was a promising stretch-runner. He finished 
second to Hasty Road in the one-mile Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes and third to *Turn-to in the 
lyg-mile Garden State Stakes. His only previous 
stakes win in six starts this season was the Ba- 
hamas Handicap at Hialeah Park on February 3,

Young Henry Moreno hadn’t been having his 
usual good fortune at Keeneland. To the sixth 
race on April 21, he had finished second ten 
times and had begun to wonder what was happen- 
ing to him. For the sixth race, the Lafayetie 
Stakes, he had a huge favorite, and in the walking 
circle he was as confident as Casey Stengel in 
September. His mount was a strapping, gowd- 
looking colt. With the rider were owners Tilford 
Wilson and Carl Houston and trainer Frank Gilpin. 

“You won’t need that whip,” Gilpin said, taking 
it away from Moreno. 

“You mean you’re not going to let me have a 
whip?” ~ 

“You won't need it,” Gilpin said. The others 
nodded their heads. 

Probably no former winner of the Lafayette, 
which has been run at each Keeneland spring 
meeting since the track was established, was as 
well touted as Royal Note. Last fall, Keeneland 
clockers said the son of Spy Song—Penroyal was 
the fastest yearling ever to be broken at Keene- 
land. Royal Note went to Oaklawn Park, where he 
broke the track record for three furlongs in his 
only start. At Keeneland on April 14, one weck 
before the Lafayette, he worked four furlongs, 
handily, in :46%, the fastest workout by a 2-year- 
old at any Keeneland spring meeting, the clockers 
said. 

Royal Note lived up to his notices by going to 
the front entering the stretch, and drawing away 


to win by two and a half lengths. Despite Royal 
Note’s impressive race, the horse going fastest of 
all at the finish was Smart Devil, which finished 
second. The Devil Diver filly is owned by Keene- 
land president Louie Lee Haggin II. 

Royal Note was bred by Tilford L. Wilson and 
Carl T. Houston, both of Lexington, and races for 
their Wilton Stable. He is to race this summer 
at the Chicago tracks, where he has been entered 
in most of the major 2-year-old stakes. Horsemen 
were agreed that he was one of the best 2-year- 
olds they had seen in years. 

Spy Song, which stands at Charles T. Fisher’s 
Dixiana Farm, Lexington, has two other stakes 
winners this year, Tidewater and Trisong. Pen- 
royal, dam of Royal Note, also is the dam of 
Royal Mustang, one of the better 3-year-olds of 
1951.

Before the end of spring, Correlation (the stable 
hands call him “Bones”) is going to be one of 
U. S. racing’s -most traveled Thoroughbreds. Al- 
ready he kas proved one of its best travelers. The 
Wood Memorial at Jamaica was his fourth start 
this year; the first was in California, the next two 
in Florida. His fourth and fifth starts probably 
will be in Kentucky (the Derby) and Maryland 
(the Preakness). 

Although he beat Goyamo in the Florida Derby 
and was meade favorite for the Kentucky Derby by 
winter-book operators, the bettors at Jamaica made 
him second choice to little Fisherman in the Wood. 
Fisherman was 4-5, Correlation 2.35-1. 

War Piper quickly opened up a two-length lead, 
with Greentree Stable’s Palm Tree second. After 
six furlongs, the early leaders began to drop back, 
and High Gun, Correlation, and Fisherman moved 
up. Fisherman, which had stumbled at the start 


and dropped back to last place, almost caught 
Correlation at the head of the stretch, but when 
Fisherman got close, jockey Willie Shoemaker used 
his whip and the California-bred colt began to 
draw away. At the finish he was three and a half - 
lengths ahead of Fisherman, which was four lengths 
in front of High Gun. 

Eric Guerin, High Gun’s jockey, lost his whip‘ 
on the final turn and was unable to drive his 
mount effectively during the stretch run. 

Hedley Woodhouse, Fisherman’s jockey, said, 
“The ground broke from under him at the gate 
and we almost squatted. We had to make up 15 
lengths and it was just too much.” 

On April 26, two days after the Wood Memorial, 
Correlation was flown to Louisville for the Ken- 
tucky Derby. C. V. Whitney. owner of Fisherman, 
said he didn’t think that he would send his colt 
to the Derby—there were suspicions that Fisher- 
man had pulled a muscle in his slip at the gate— 
then changed his mind. 

Foaled February 14, 1951, at Northridge Farms 
in the San Fernando Valley. near Los Angeles, Cor- 
relation made his first seven starts for R. S. Lytle 
and W. D. May his breeders. Last summer, Lytle 
became sole owner. At two Correlation won the 
Charles S. Howard Stakes and finished second in 
his two Eastern races—the Garden State Stakes 
(*Turn-to) and the East View Stakes (Fisher- 
man). 

Correlation’s two victories in four starts this year 
were both in $100,000-added races. His first was 
the Florida Derby at Gulfstream Park on March 20. 
His other two starts were in allowance races—one 
at Santa Anita Park and one at Gulfstream Park. 

Free America, sire of Correlation, is owned by 
a syndicate of California breeders and stands at 
Old English Rancho, Chino, Calif. *Braydore, Cor- 
relation’s dam, won in each of three seasons she 
raced in England, and has produced six winners 
from seven foals. Pedigree and family particulars 
were given in THe Btioop-Horse of March 27, 
page 753.

Sunny Dale, whose best previous races had been 
over longer distances, made her first 1954 start in 
the six-furlong Churchill Downs Handicap, and 
the opening day crowd of 22,000 let her go off at 
20-1. The Hasty House Farm entry of Pomace and 
Torch of War was 3-2 favorite, with Gala Fete sec- 
ond choice at 5-2. 

Gala Fete made the pace and at the eighth-pole 
was a length and a half ahead of the fading Ever 
Bright. Sunny Dale was eighth, about five lengths 
behind Gala Fete. The Walmac mare tired and 
drifted out, and Sunny Dale and Mon-Pharo moved 
with a rush on the inside. Sunny Dale outfinished 
the gelding to win by almost a length. Gala Fete 
was third, a neck behind Mon-Pharo. 

Bred by Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade 
Stable, Sunny Dale did not start at two. She raced 
for Brookmeade at three with moderate success, and 
was claimed early in 1952 for $9,000, by Mrs. G. 
Seabo, whe later lost her for $12,000 to David 
Paper’s Buddah Stable, her present owner. 
‘Sunny Dale showed great improvement last year. 
In her first two seasons of racing, she earned 
$15,665; last year, she earned $100,850 while win- 
ning four stakes, the Columbiana, Suwannee River, 
Beverly, and President’s Plate Handicaps. She also 
finished second in four stakes. At the end of the 
year she was ranked among the best eight mares in 
the Blood-Horse Handicap. 

Sunny Dale is the first stakes winner this year 
for Eight Thirty, which stands at George D. Widen- 
er’s Old Kenney Farm, Lexington. Sunny Dale’s dam 
is Sun Mixa, dam of five other winners, including 
Fertile Lands and Sunny Vale.

Hasty Road, winner of six races and $277,132 as 
a 2-year-old. has been a big disappointment this 
season to Mr. and Mrs. A. E. Reuben and trainer 
Harry Trotsek.. The colt which John B. Campbell 
had rated at 124 pounds, behind only *Turn-to 
and Porterhouse, in the Experimental Handicap had 
run second to Duc de Fer and Black Metal in two 
overnights at Hialeah Park, fifth to *Turn-to in 
the Flamingo Stakes, and fifth to Timely Tip in an 
allowance race at Keeneland. Trotsek and the 
Reubens began a search for reasons for the colt’s 
indisposition to make a race. 

After the Keeneland failure Trotsek decided to 
put blinkers on the big colt (16:14, 1,140 pounds). 
“We think he’s been cheating on us. He’s been 
looking around at the crowd, not keeping his mind 
on what he was doing,” the trainer said. On the 
morning of the Derby Trial at Churchill Downs 
Trotsek still did not know whether blinkers were 
the answer, and the Reubens said that unless Hasty 
Road ran well that day they would not start him in 
the Kentucky Derby, only four days away. 

Whether it was the blinkers, or a favorite track, 
or a sudden change in the colt’s attitude, his race 
in the Trial left Hasty House Farm with a warm 
feeling of confidence. Hasty Road got away first 
and immediately opened up a length lead. At the 
half-mile the little gray Determine, making his first 
start after flying in a week before, moved out of 
the pack and started his run. 

Determine caught Hasty Road coming out of the 
final turn, and for a quarter-mile the two ran 
head-and-head to the wire, where Hasty Road had 
the advantage. Several times in the stretch it ap- 
peared that Determine was going to head the bigger 
competitor, but he just missed. 

The time, 1:35, clipped two-fifths off Hill Gail’s 
track record, made in the 1952 Derby Trial—and 
neither colt had been touched by a whip in the 
tight drive to the finish. 

Both Hasty Road and Determine were brought 
out of the Keeneland summer sales. The Reubens 
bought two yearlings in the 1952 sales, Hasty Road 
for $23,100 from the consignment of Clifford 
Mooers and Queen Hopeful for $5,800 from George 
A. Hume. Crevolin paid Dr. Eslie Asbury $12,000 
for Determine at the same session. 

Roman, sire of Hasty Road, which stands at Lou 
Doherty’s Stallion Station, Lexington, has had 
two other stakes winners this year, Queen Hopeful 
and Roaming.

New Zealand, by R. L. Paull 


AUCKLAND 
Down the years the Auckland Easter 
Handicap, richest mile race in New Zea- 
land, has supplied many thrills, but it is 
problematical whether such a spectacular 
finish as was forthcoming this year has 
ever previously been witnessed. A field of 
22 runners paraded for the £5,100 race on 
Easter Saturday and a blanket would have 
covered at least nine of them at the finish, 
with Tesla, a visitor from the lower end 
of the island, getting in the deciding 
stride. 


Earlier in the season Tesla had been 
trained at Trentham, the major training 
center in the Wellington Province, but 
he was later taken over by J. C. Houlihan 
at Otaki, some twenty-odd miles removed 
from the capital. By Bulandshar, an im- 
ported son of Blandford—La Douairiere, 
by Spearmint, Tesla comes in tail-female 
from Sonorous, which traces to imported 
Anthem, just as does Soneri, one of the 
greatest mares to race in this country in 
recent years, 


Th majority of the stock of Bulandshar 
(now defunct) are particularly capable in 
bad ground, but Tesla, a 4-year-old, has 
won on top of the ground as well as under 
heavy conditions. Earlier in the season he 
had won four times on four different 
courses. Immediately preceding his trip 
north for the Auckland meeting, his form 
had been disappointing and his owner, A. 
T. Marinovic, formerly of Yugoslavia, 
allowed him to run unbacked. 

Jockey J. Harris, who is probably bet- 
ter known as a rider over obstacles, was 
instructed to give Tesla time to settle 


down, which he did--in last place. He was 
still there as the strung-out field swung 
into the straight—and the Ellerslie 
straight is not very long—but an opening 
came and Tesla swept through to win by 
a short head from Takatu, with Chief Ad- 
miral a nose away. In line and right up 
with the leading trio came Archbishop. 
Crusoe Bay, Nereis, Emphatic. and Te 
Awa.

When the horses had been cooled out after the 
race it was found that Gold Scheme had _ been 
injured, and it is doubtful whether he will race 
again.

W hat’s the Use? 


(From J. V. Parker, Oshkosh, Wis.) 

Would like to take this opportunity to 
compliment you on your fine magazine, 
which, in my opinion, has always stood for 
what is good and right in racing. Your 
fine editorials have always been of wide 
scope and have dealt truthfully with the 
best interest of racing. However, I am not 
renewing my subscription due to loss of 
interest in a once fine sport that has prac- 
tically turned into an automat. 

The saturation point has been reached 
and passed. While I do not want to sound 
entirely “sour grapes,” I am fully aware 
that racing will continue on a large scale 
and would like to set down a few of my 
grievances as follows: 


First of all racing has become a polit- 
ical football due to state legislation. The 
bite through taxes is deplorable, in most 
instances. The number of race tracks is, 
should we say, disgusting to say the least. 
The Las Vegas deal is a recent example. 
Too bad there aren’t more like it. 

On any given Saturday there are all 
the way from four to ten $50,000 or $100.- 
stakes up for decision. This is pretty care- 
less use of the word “stake” as we know 
it. Anyone knows there are not the horses 
to fill these. All press talk is about the 
size of the mutuel handle—the horses are 
merely robots; horsemen striking against 
purses that are already more than fair; 
overlong meetings—look at California’s 
schedule; horses running on ice and snow 
in New England; half-mile tracks; own- 
ers looking for tax exemptions who don’t 
know even the breeding of their horses: 
former football coaches hired as_pro- 
moters; whole cards of six-furlong races; 
and Mr. Lindheimer reducing his classic 
races to one-mile distance for the express 
purpose of encouraging large betting 
fields, 

One could go on and on. but what’s the 
use—maybe I am wrong. However, I will 
always have fond memories of racing when 
it was a sport and you could browse 
through the stable area without a couple 
“Dicks” asking you your business.

him. Man o’ War raced after World War | 
when there was very little competition and 
very few real stake horses around. In 
today’s racing, with horses such as Native 
Dancer, Tom Fool, and a few that have 
retired such as Coaltown, Armed, Assault, 
to name just a few, Man o’ War would 
have been a well beaten third or fourth 
every time out. 

From all I have read and people I have 
talked to Man o’ War was a mean, tem- 
peramental, vicious horse that delayed the 
start of races for as much as thirty or 
forty minutes. This was not a race horse, 
but a spoiled horse, There are dozens of 
reasons why Citation was far superior to 
Man o” War. It would take several pages 
to list them.
